Laymen Return from 
Notre Dame Retreat; 
All Records Broken 


(By Helen May Irwin) 
|. Establishing an attendance mark 
higher than any previous year the 
twelfth annual Catholic Laymen’s re-| 
treat, conducted by the Fathers of Holy 


‘Cross at the University of Notre 
Dame, closed Sunday morning with 


impressive services, followed by/ the 
farewell breakfast. The crowning 
solemnity of the retreat was the great 
open-air Eucharistic procession held | 
on Saturday night in which approxi- 
mately 1,300 men participated. 

| Holy hour observed at Sacred Heart 
church included the closing conference 
by the retreatmaster, the Very Rev. 
Richard Collentine. C. S. Cc. superior 
of the Holy Cross mission band. The 
Very Rev. James W. Donahue, C. S. C.. 
superior general of the Congregation 
of Holy Cross, officiated and carried 
the Most Blessed Sacrament in the 
procession. 

Twenty laymen from Indiana cities 
and Chicago served as guard of honor 
and approximately as many were 
torch-bearers. At the shrine there 
had been erected an altar illuminated | 
with myriads of candles and redolent 
with flowers. Here the Most Blessed 
Sacrament in the gleaming monstrance 
was’ placed for adoration. Standing 
with their lighted candles and raising 
the right hand the men reverently and 
solemniy renewed their baptismal 
vows and Holy Name pledge. It was 
an inspiring scene and made a pro- 
found impression on all the partici- 
They included not only the 
1,100 retreatants, Holy Cross priests 
and seminarians, but many visiting 
aymen from South Bend and Mish- 
awaka. Returning to Sacred Heart 
church Father Donahue was celebrant 
at solemn Benediction of the Most 
Blessed Sacrament. 

The entire body of retreatants as- 
sisted on Sunday morning at the 7:30 
o'clock Mass in Sacred Heart church 
and received Holy Communion. Im- 
mediately following the Mass of which 
he was celebrant, Father Collentine 
imparted the Papal blessing. 

Indiana, Illinois, Michigan and Ohio 
were largely represented at the re- 
treat with participants from a number 
of other states. Chicago led with a 
delegation of over 400. A total of 
160 men from Fort Wayne were head- 
ed by George Alter, state chairman of 
retreats and financial secretary of 
Fort Wayne Council No. 451, Knights 
of Columbus. He succeeded the late 
Alex. A. Kartholl in the capacity of 
state chairman and took a record dele- 
gation to Notre Dame. Lafayette 
doubled its number of laymen attend- 
ing the retreat.

Prevention of Crime 
School’s Duty, Says 
N. Y. Parole Official 


Cliff Haven, N. Y.—Frederick Mor- 
an. executive secretary of the Board 
of Managers of the New York Catholic 
Protectory, in lectures at the Catholic 
Summer School recently discussed 
phases of the crime problem, first out- 
lining the situation as it exists at pre- 
sent, and pointing out the prime 
causes for it. He considered old and 
new ways of dealing both with the 
juvenile and adult offender. After dis- 
cussing what can be learned from re- 
cent crime studies, Mr. Moran offered 
a program of crime prevention. 

In his program for crime preven- 
tion, Mr. Moran, who is the new exe- 
eutive director of the recently ap- 
pointed New York State Parole Board, 
provides for an evaluation of present 
methods .of dealing with adult and 
juvenile offenders, and the adoption of 
new methods. He asserted that we 
must do more than merely make ges- 
tures, and that we cannot change be- 
haviors by mere superficial contacts. 
He declared himself in favor of or- 
ganized recreation, and said that little 
is being done for those between the 
ages of 16 and 21. We must begin to 
study the boy in school, and make 
there any necessary adjustments, he 
said. Waiting to bring him to the 
juvenile court is waiting too long, 
he asserted.
